That self-preservation is the 
first law of nature, the principle applies to 
governments as to individuals.

10th. That all Government bonds be taxed 
for their full cash value the same as other 
property. 

lith. That gold, silver and currency of the 
United States shall be legal tender for all 
taxes and dues, both public and private, and 
for Government, State and corporate bodies. 
Special contract laws affecting the legal ten- 
der of gold, silver or currency must be abol- 
ished. 

12th. That the President and Vice#Presi- 
dent of the United States be elected by a di- 
rect vote of the people. 

13th. That all salaries and fees of the State 
and county officers shall be so equalized as to 
conform to the best interests of the people. 

14th. That the Workingmen’s party will 
not support for officeany candidate who will 
not publicly and unqualifiedly pledge himself 
to support the Bullion Tax law as it now 
stands. 

15th. That in all nominations the Jefter- 
sonian principle “Is he honest? Is he capa- 
ble!“ shall be a criterion by which to be 
guided,and that all candidates shall be of 
good moral character and standing.
